REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest an inhaler comprising a mouthpiece and which contains a composition 
comprising hydrogen peroxide. The closest prior art references are (1) a YouTube video by Mr. 
Bill Munro, in which he indicates that he has orally inhaled over-the-counter hydrogen peroxide 
solutions administered from a nasal inhaler and in which he demonstrates the oral inhalation of a 
hydrogen peroxide composition from a nasal inhaler, which does not comprise a mouthpiece; (2) 
the "Munro land rights" and "Munro earth clinic" websites, textually describing Mr. Munro's 
oral inhalation of hydrogen peroxide (See the office action mailed on February 1, 2010). There 
is nothing in any of these references or other prior art references that teaches or fairly suggests (i) 
the oral inhalation of a hydrogen peroxide solution from an inhaler comprising a mouthpiece or 
(ii) an inhaler comprising a mouthpiece and containing a composition comprising hydrogen 
peroxide. Applicant's limitation for an inhaler comprising a mouthpiece, nozzle, and/or actuator 
finds support in paragraph [0057] of the specification from the references cited therein and 
incorporated by reference, such as U.S. Patent No. 6,202,643 (c.f Sladek: col. 1, lines 24-26) 
Therefore, claims 41-52 and 60-70 are found allowable.
